— Import of “Fruits” all sorts, excluding coconuts and casheivnuts, fresh, 
dried, salted or preserved, n.o.s., and excluding dates (S. No. 21 (a)/IV), 
(ii) Asafoetida (S. No, 31/V), (Hi) Cumin seeds and (iv) Medicmal 
herbs from Afghanistan. 

No. 132-ITC(PN)/60. —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Public Notice No. 108-ITC(PN) /GO dated the 12th September, 1960 
wherein provison has been made for legistration of ‘New Comers’ who would be 
given Customs Clearance Permits for import of fruits (dried and fresh) on the 
basis of their export of non-traditional goods to Afghanistan. 

2. It has been decided that ‘New Comers’ registered in te'ms of the said 
Public Notice as well as in terms of the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
Public Notice No. 90-ITC(PN)/59, dated the 30th September 1959 will also be 
eligible for grant of Customs Cleaiancc Permbs for import of Asafoetida, Cumin 
seeds and Medicinal herbs mentioned in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
Public Notice No. 126-ITC(PN)/60 dated the 13th October, 1960.

No. „133YTC(FN) /60. —Attention of Importers is invited to the import policy 
for Carbons [S. No. 46(b)/II] given in Section II to the current Red Book, accord¬ 
ing to which “Ports” have been shown as the licensing authority for this item. 

2, As the work connected with the distribution of Cinema Carbons has been 
entrusted to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay, it has been 
decided that the licensing authority for this item will be the “JCCI&E., Bombay” 
instead of “Ports”. All applications for quota licences from Established Importers 
should, therefore, be submitted to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
Bombay in the usual form and manner. 

3. Applications for quota licences for Carbons already received in other Port 
offices, will he transferred by them to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports, Bombay for disposal.
